ceived by Biscailuz today from
Howard E. Earl, Director of Los
Angeles County Civil Defense.

“These ion chambers will be
placed in the radio cars for use
twenty-four hours a day,” Bis-
cailuz said when he delivered
them to Chief Clifford E. Roos,
head of the Los Angeles County
Sheriff’s patrol division. “When
they were first ordered and dep-
uties were trained in their use,”
Biseailuz continued, “we ex-
pected radioactive danger only
from the atomic bomb, but our
atomic age is growing so fast
that we now have many dan-
gerous radioactive materials in
use every day in Los Angeles
County industries.”

Sheriff Biscailuz added that
“trained deputies using these in-
struments in an affected area
would be able to determine by
on-the-spot checks if harmful ra-
dioactiyity were present.”
